— ThouBuntlH uf 
Kentucky lambs that arc bvlUK pre- 
pared fu rtlie market at this season of 
ilie year will brbiK greater returns If 
gllven n little extra feed and care to 
put them in marketable condition at 
the earliest possible date, caoorrding 
to L. J. Horlaoher, In charge of the 
Collage of Agriculture shsap work. In 
addition to bringing a higher price, 
the early lamb Is Isss apt to be 
trouUsd with the parultes and sum- 
mer heat aSeetIng those that are held 
tor a later market, it was pointed out. 

In 1821, the average price paid for 
choice lambs on the Louisville market 
was $13.40 a hundred in May, $12.20 In 
Juno and $10.Sil in July, according to 
fifiures cited to show the j;realer value 
of lambs that (;o to market early. 

I'arsites whioli often cause heavy 
and disastrous sunimer losses ordin- 
arily do luit give lanihs much troulile 
until about the middle of June tU't- 
ting the lambs off to an early market 
therefore avoids trouble from this 
source, it was added. 

In connection with the effect of 
sunimer beat on spring lambs, fig- 
ures derived from montbly weighu 
kept on a flock of registered sheep 
nder good care show gains are made 
n\ore slowly and consequently at 
t; renter expen e after hot weather 
comes.
